theught fit to Cerfifie and Advertiſe the Letdges, 
that after an Nct and Uote of the Eſtaies ſublcribey 

by the Members. Declaringand Enacting that the Eſtates 
would continue theirs eeting undifſolved until they ſhouid 
Dettie and Secure the Proceſtant Religion, the Governinent, 
Laws and Liberties of the Kingdom : Nevertheleſs, ſe- 
veral Perſons who did Concur With them in that Uote, 
and Dubſceibed the ſame, have Dcl:rted the Meetingof the 
Eltates, and ſoine of them have preſumed opcniy to Coz- 
reſpond with the Duke of Gordon ſince the P1zoclamation 
of Pntercommuning againſt him, and to Refire from thts 
place in Fozm of Weir; Therefoze, the Eſtates do Require 
all ſuchof their Members as have Deſerted the Meeting 
without Acquatnting the Eſtafes o2 their PÞzeſident, to re- 
turn with all Conventency to the Meeting of Eſtates ; and 
likewiſe the Eſtates do Udvertile and Require the whole 
Proteſtants of the Kingdom, betWirt ſixty and ſirtecen, to be 
in Readineſs with their beſt Bozfes and Arms, upon Ad- 
vertiſementfrom this Meeting of Eftates, and likewiſe to 
Have their Milit:za in Readineſs to receive ſuch Ozders as 
hall be direct to them from the ſaid Cſtates for Securing 
the Proteſtant Religion , the Laws and Liberties of the 
Kingdom, And O2dains theſe Pzeſents to be Publiſhed 
at the Mercat-Croſles of the ſeveral Head-Burghs of the 
Kingdom. that none may pzetend Jqnorance hereof, Ex- 
tracted out of the Recozds of the Meeting of Eſtatcs by 
me
